A widow’s tale

For the longest time, Mar- 
ian Fontana’s fatherless son, 
Aiden, wanted to be a fire- 
fighter — just like the old man 
he lost on 9-11. 

But, now 15, the teenager is 
pursuing music instead. 

“He wants to be a rock star,” 
said Fontana, whose Park Slope 
life was torn apart like the 
Twin Towers that killed her 
husband, Dave Fontana. “He 
loves the guitar, plays music 
and writes songs. He still men- 
tions being a firefighter, and 
has a great respect for the job, 
but I don’t think he’ll choose 
that life.” 

Aiden Fontana is, of course,

not the only victim of Sept. 1 1 
whose dreams were dramati- 
cally altered by that day.

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New app brings WTC back

The ghosts of Sept. 1 1 are 
still with us. And now you 
can get two more — the Twin 
Towers themselves — on your 
iPhone. 

Greenpoint resident Brian 
August has created a mobile 
app that superimposes silhou- 
ettes of the World Trade Cen- 
ter’s iconic towers onto photos 
of the New York skyline — 
from any point in the city. 

As a native New Yorker 
who grew up in awe of Lower 
Manhattan skyscrapers, Au- 
gust wanted to memorialize the 
bygone towers and show them 
to younger generations. 

“It’s the real experience 
— as much as I can give it 
to someone,” August said. “I 
was obsessed with the fact that 
they were missing and thought 
about how I could explain them

to someone who’d never seen 
them.” 

Called 1 10 Stories, the free 
program is scheduled for re- 
lease in Apple’s App Store on 
Wednesday. 

The app works by using aug- 
mented reality, the latest smart- 
phone technology that fuses 
computer-generated content 
and real-world views. 

First, the software uses a 
global positioning system to 
a identify where users are with 
•| sci-fi precision — determining 
I their latitude, longitude and 
l the angle at which they’d see 
.a the towers. 

__ Then it directs them to the 
best position to snap a photo. 
Within seconds, two imper- 
fect, but scale models of the 
towers appear on the screen — 
exactly where they would have 
been on Sept. 10, 2001.

Rep. Grimm: Make 
cross a 9-11 icon

Rep. Michael Grimm wants 
to turn the ultimate 9-11 sym- 
bol of Christianity into a na- 
tional monument. 

Grimm (R-Bay Ridge) 
plans to introduce legislation 
this week to enshrine a cross- 
shaped relic uncovered in the 
rubble of the World Trade Cen- 
ter so that it can be installed 
at the new museum at Ground 
Zero. 

The freshman congressman 
says that only federal protec- 
tion can thwart a lawsuit from 
an atheist group that claims 
that displaying the Christian 


icon in a federally funded mu- 
seum violates the First Amend- 
ment’s block on government- 
sponsored religion. 

The American Atheists 
sued the Port Authority and 
the World Trade Center Me- 
morial Foundation, among oth- 
ers, in July after the Founda- 
tion moved the cross from a 
nearby church to the site of 
the museum, which will open 
on Sept. 11. 

The museum was built 
partially with federal funds 
— and, as such, the atheists’ 
suit contends that installing the 
cross there endorses one reli-

Another attack by would- 
be rapist has area on edge

A sex fiend groped another 
woman in South Slope on Sat- 
urday in the seventh assault in the 
area since March — days after 
cops ramped up their efforts to 
catch the attempted rapist. 

In the latest attack, police said 
that the creep grabbed his vic- 
tim from behind at 12:15 am on 
Seventh Avenue near 17th Street 


and fled after she screamed for 
help. 

The woman then chased the 
brute and saw him jump into a 
beige SUV near 17th Street, said 
72nd Precinct Deputy Inspector 
Jesus Pintos. 

Cops describe the suspect as a 
5 -foot-8 man last seen wearing a 
gray T-shirt, but they haven’t de- 
termined whether he’s the same

Parade 'racial' outrage 

Williams: Cops wouldn't have cuffed me if I was white

Councilman Jumaane Wil- 
liams is lashing out at cops who 
handcuffed and detained him dur- 
ing the West Indian Parade on 
Monday, claiming that they are 
lying about the incident, and that 
it wouldn’t have happened if he 
was white. 

“ [The police] should cease and 
desist with the lies,” Williams 
(D-Flatbush) said on Tuesday, 
his first public comments since 


the parade incident. “They should 
just say that they committed an 
error and were going to correct it. 
They should not insult our intel- 
ligence. Just because we’re black 
doesn’t mean we’re dumb.” 
Williams and Kirsten John- 
Foy, who is an aide to Public Ad- 
vocate Bill DeBlasio, were walk- 
ing down an empty, cordoned-off 
sidewalk as they made their way 
to a luncheon at the Brooklyn Mu- 
seum at 1:30 pm on Monday when 
several officers stopped the pair 



and demanded to know why they 
were inside a “frozen zone.” 
The duo claimed they flashed 
their identification and said that 
an NYPD supervisor gave them 
permission to enter the blocked- 
off area, but the officers wouldn’t 
hear it. 

One officer knocked John-Foy 
to the sidewalk and both were 
handcuffed before they were 
taken to the Union Temple, a 
Councilman Jumaane Wil- synagogue across the street on 
liams on Tuesday.

Horsing around 

Walentas opens her DUMBO carousel

It’s been a long ride, but Jane’s Carousel 
will finally open in Brooklyn Bridge Park 
next week — an instant waterfront icon for 
kids of all ages. 

Jane Walentas, an artist and wife of 
DUMBO mega-developer David Walentas, 
restored the classic 1920s-era carousel and 
will unveil it to the public on Sept. 16, in its 
permanent, Jean Nouvel-designed home on 
the East River. 

“It’s a thrill to see it here on the river- 
front,” Walentas said on Friday, as the horses 
waited to be installed. “It’s now in the place 
we bought it for, in this spectacular build- 
ing, in this spectacular park.” 

The merry-go-round shines inside its 
$ 9-million acrylic pavilion with 26 -foot-tall 
retractable walls that open during the day. 
At night, shades drop over the glassy shelter 
and every hour on the hour, revolving horses 


cast silhouettes across the river. 

Once called the Idora Park Merry-Go- 
Round, the beloved wooden ride was in use 
until a fire ravaged the struggling park and the 
city was forced to shut it down in 1984. 

The Walentases bought the historic ride

ANOTHER CYCLIST DEATH

Another cyclist was killed by 
a motor vehicle in Williamsburg 
this weekend — the third fatality 
in the past two months and the 
10th in the city so far this year. 
Nicholas Djandji, 24, was rid- 


ing eastbound with a friend on 
Borinquen Place and was about 
to turn left onto Rodney Street at 
8:25 pm, when a black Toyota trav- 
eling in the other direction struck 
him in the intersection. 

A witness told the New York 
Post that the car dragged him 


through the street and there was 
“blood everywhere.” 

Djandji was found unconscious 
at the scene and he was dead on 
arrival at Woodhull Hospital. 

Police determined that the cy- 
clist ran a red light at Rodney 
Street. The driver stayed on the 


scene after the accident and he 
was not charged. 

The gruesome cycling fa- 
tality is the second in the past 
week and the third in the past 
two months.

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A reporter’s-eye view of a tragedy 



The following column was writ- 
ten on Sept. 11, 2001, in the middle 
of the terror attacks on New York. 
We are reprinting to recall the day 
as it unfolded.

W e hated those damn towers. 
They were boxy, kind of 
ugly, and out of scale even 
within Lower Manhattan’s riot of 
skyscrapers. 

Yet we are even now unable to 
accept that our skyline and our city 
will never be the same. 

On television, the talking heads 
are saying that the terrorists who 
masterminded the attack wanted to 
“strike at the symbols of American 
power,” but when you live in Brook- 
lyn, the Twin Towers are not sym- 
bols. They are omnipresent facts, 
visible from everywhere, as unavoid- 
able as germs in a daycare center or 
a speck of dandruff on a just-cleaned 
interview suit. 

George Willig, who climbed one 
of the towers in 1977 as a stunt before 
such things were actually popular, 
once told me that the reason he did 
it was because the buildings were so 
ugly that they taunted him. 

Visitors from out of town would 
look out the window of my Park Slope 
apartment — which has (make that 
“had”) an enviable view of the World 
Trade Center — and be in awe. 

“Wow, what a view,” they would 
inevitably always say, “except for 
those towers.” 

And when they wanted to get a 
panoramic view, we’d always send 
them to the Observation Deck at 2 
World Trade Center rather than the 
Empire State Building — the logic 
being that if you were standing on 
top of the World Trade Center, the 
World Trade Center wasn’t ruining 
the view. 

And then they collapsed. Feeling 
terrified quickly gave way to feeling 
humbled — like the schoolyard bully 
had picked a fight with us, but this 
time the bully actually won. 

I headed for Carroll Gardens. The 
Twin Towers hold an especially pow- 


erful sway over this corner of Brook- 
lyn, just a mile across the river from 
Lower Manhattan. 

When I got there, residents told 
me that they were only nervous be- 
cause their son, daughter, husband 
or wife hadn’t yet come home from 
“the city.” 

And then the buildings collapsed. 
We didn’t hear it, but knew it because 
suddenly the debris changed. The 
neighborhood was quickly engulfed 
in ash. A local paint store started 
selling — not giving out, but selling 
— ventilation masks, cheap models 
for 27 cents all the way up to a de- 
luxe version for $2.37. Teachers and 
parents from local schools swarmed 
into the store to get the masks for the 
kids, who were being kept in classes 
rather than dismissed to go home to 


an empty house. 

“Every kid in this neighborhood 
is going to be traumatized,” Neal 
Weinstock, a parent told me as he 
bought two boxes of masks. “At the 
school, the teachers pulled down the 
shades when the buildings were hit. 
The kids were scared. Those build- 
ings are like their friends.” 

Outside the store, people were 
gathering on stoops with transistor 
radios, just as if they were listening 
to a news story from the 1960s or 
a daylight World Series game from 
the old days. New Yorkers were ac- 
tually talking to each other on the 
street, something that only happens 
in this deeply impersonal city dur- 
ing really big snowstorms or situa- 
tions like, well, like the 1993 World 
Trade Center attack. 


I started walking towards the 
Brooklyn Bridge — possibly New 
York’s most identifiable symbol. Peo- 
ple were pouring off the bridge, head- 
ing home or just fleeing Manhattan. 
New York is that kind of city; when 
terror strikes, you just start walk- 
ing. Subways, which are as constant 
in our lives as running water, sud- 
denly become potential deathtraps, 
places filled with black smoke and 
burning plastic. 

I looked up at the famous bridge, 
and the Manhattan Bridge just to its 
north. Both were flattening from the 
stress of the tens of thousands of peo- 
ple making their way across. 

“Could you just tell me where I can 
get a taxi, son,” 71 -year-old Ben Sohn, 
a clerical worker, asked me. 

Sohn was covered in soot from the 
explosions and needed help standing. 
He offered all the outward signs of 
shellshock, unable to comprehend 
what had happened two blocks from 
his office, before his body had some- 
how made the 45 -minute walk across

| the bridge. I got him some water and 
s made him promise that he would sit 
§ in the shade for a half-hour before 
< trying to get home to Midwood — 
o which was inaccessible anyway. 

Nearby, a man was walking with 
| his two kids, their fluorescent school 
backpacks slung around his neck. 
He told me he lived a few blocks 
from the Twin Towers and that he’d 
jumped on the first subway he could 
— it hadn’t been shut down yet — so 
he could get to his daughters, who 
go to school in Brooklyn. The sub- 
way let him off at the Manhattan 
side of the Brooklyn Bridge, so he 
jogged across. Now he was walk- 
ing his daughters back across the 
great bridge. 

“I know 40 people who work in 
that building on the 106th floor,” he 
said. “I mean, I used to. They’re just 
not there anymore.” 

“Daddy,” said one of his daugh- 
ters. “Mommy works in the World 
Trade Center.” 

He had no answer for his daughter, 
but looked at me and said, “Please 
say a prayer.”

crumbling towers to rescue 
civilians. 

She moved to Staten Island 
a few years after the terror at- 
tack, then turned tragedy into 
triumph, channeling the raw 
emotions she felt into her book, 


“A Widow’s Walk: A Memoir 
of 9-11,” which she saw as a 
testament of thattragic day and 
the year that followed. 

And now she’s completed 
her second book, “The Mid- 
dle of the Bed,” a memoir on 
single parenting and jumping 


back into the dating world 
under otherworldly circum- 
stances. 

The one thing she’s learned 
is that the only constant in 
life is change. 

“I’m dating, and I’ve been 
involved in a couple of rela- 
tionships,” she said. “I was 
even engaged once, but I 
can’t say that I found ‘The 
One.’ You try to approach 


each date with an open heart 
and a lot of faith, but it’s not 
an easy road. 

“When I think about Dave, 
it’s definitely not as painful 
as it used to be,” she added. 
“I’ve tried to move forward. 
I don’t like the phrase ‘mov- 
ing on.’ I think about Dave 
all the time and I try to live a 
happy life, but sometimes do- 
ing both can be tricky.” 


Especially when she gets 
a reminder of her late hus- 
band every day — thanks 
to Aiden. 

“He’s built just like him,” 
she said. “He’s even sur- 
passed Dave by an inch al- 
ready. And his expressions 
are very sincere and compas- 
sionate, like Dave. I just wish 
Dave was here to see it and 
experience it with me.”

As a writer, words began 
to fail me after 9-11. Theey 
seemed flighty, ephemeral, 
opaque, misleading, and ul- 
timately powerless. 

Approaching my art form 
after the loss of so many lives 
felt like an impossible task. 
Journalists sought just the 
right vocabulary to guide and 
nurture the country, but I was 
unable to comprehend how 
grammar, syntax, or how the 
use of stanzas or line break 
would do their larger job. 
What was the role of po- 
etry? How could my words 
matter now? 

I closed my books. I put my 
pens away. I placed my writ- 
ing journals in storage boxes. 
I even stopped reading. I wan- 
dered my apartment looking 
out the window, occasionally 


making phone calls to loved 
ones, and then I sat for hours 
without sound. 

But a friend had a project, 
an anthology called “Lan- 
guage for a New Century,” 
which gathered poets from 
the Middle East and some 
from the United States. Ed- 
iting it took almost 10 years 
— but it was necessary to get 
me to believe in words again: 
their meaning, their signifi- 
cance, and their sheer power. 
All the struggles between re- 
ality and imagination played 
itself out on the pages as I 
read poems of outrage, re- 
demption and, yes, love. 

We live within a shared 
experience, but I also real- 
ize there are losses I cannot 
comprehend though poetry. 
Our humanity which, like 
the word, is as resilient as 
it ever was.

Leather-sick! 

Cyclones Hurler is Citi Field-bound

If the Cyclones are going to win their 
second NY-Penn League champion- 
ship this week, they’ll have to do it 
without their greatest pitcher ever: Jack 
Leathersich. 

The Cyclones’ 21-year-old flame- 
thrower, who has a 95-mile-per-hour 
fastball, an unhittable curve, and oo- 
dles of big league swagger, has been 
put on the DL after putting the hurt on 
the rest of the league all season. 

“I would say I’m confident,” said 
the Beverly, Mass., native, who struck 
out an amazing 26 batters in his 12-2/3 
innings before being shelved. “That’s 
the way you have to be as a pitcher. If 
you don’t act like that, you’re gonna 
struggle.” 

Leathersich has been doing anything 
but struggling since joining the Clones 
mid-season. In fact, his coaches are 
convinced that he’ll be wearing Met 
pinstripes within two years. He nat- 
urally agrees. 

“As long as I keep pitching well and 
keep helping the team win, I think that 
I’ll be up there soon,” said Leather- 
sich. 

Ego is something that the southpaw 
— whose brash style and aggressive 
delivery have been compared to former 
Met Billy Wagner — has in spades. 


“He’s got big balls,” said Ken Har- 
ing, head coach of the UMass-Lowell 
River Hawks, where Leathersich led 
the pitching staff as a junior with 6-2 
record and 1.62 ERA, holding oppos- 
ing batters to a .175 batting average. 
“He’s got that swagger. That’s 90 per- 
cent of it.” 

At the same time, both current 
and past coaches have called him “a 
flake,” with an unpredictable sense 
of humor. 

“He hung his mother’s sports bra up 
in the dugout as a ‘rally bra’ to win the 
game,” said Haring. “Who does that? 
He never takes anything too serious — 
except when he’s between the lines.” 

There’s nothing funny about the big- 
ger-than-big-league strikeout numbers 
he put up — a feat that Cyclone pitch- 
ing coach, three time All Star and Cy 
Young Award-winner Frank Viola, 
called “mind-boggling — even for 
professional baseball.” 

But there is work to be done be- 
fore this Class A minor leaguer can 
join the likes of Ryan, Seaver or even 
Gooden. 

“His stuff is incredible,” said Viola. 
“His biggest thing is trying to repeat his 
delivery. His arm angle changes from 
pitch to pitch. He needs to be consis- 
tent with his fastball, his change -up 
and curveball. When he does that, he’s

going to be devastating.” 

He’ll start next season at a higher 
level in the Mets organization, where 
he’ll need more than a cocky attitude 
and a wickedbreaking ball. He’ll need 
a good change if he wants to hang in 
for six or seven innings instead of 
two — the maximum he’s been al- 
lowed to pitch as a Cyclone. 

Leathersich’s father, Lew, said his 
son grew up imitating the arm move- 
ment of two-time Cy Young award 
winner — and fellow Massachusetts 
southpaw — Tom Glavine. But where 
Glavine was cool on the hill, Leath- 
ersich has always been intense. 

“He never talks at all on the day 
he pitches. It’s all mental,” the fa- 
ther said. “He’s sort of a freak of na- 
ture. He’s worked very, very hard. 
He works out like a madman — but 
he’s also been lucky.” 

Leathersich was drafted by the 
Mets in the fifth round, which is very 
high, but coming from a Division II 
school means he has more to prove 
among all the Division I players and 
former pros, he said. 

“I’ve always just had a chip on 
my shoulder since I was a D2 guy,” 
he said. “I just never cared about 
what anybody has said about me. 
I’ve just always gone out there and 
done my thing.” 

His coaches say the attitude is a 
good thing and hasn’t gotten in the 
way of his playing. 

“He’s just letting these guys know, 
‘Hey, I’m Jack Leathersich and I’m 
as good, if not better, than all of you 
guys,’ ” said Viola. “When you have 
that attitude, nobody can tell you 
can’t do something.”

Garden of 
beating 

Neighbor dumps in loved 
Prospect Heights lot

This is one time when 
a good fence makes a bad 
neighbor. 

A reckless building owner 
in Prospect Heights destroyed 
an adjoining community gar- 
den on Vanderbilt Avenue by 
dumping a giant mound of 
dirt and rocks on top of veg- 
etables and plants to build a 
wall between his land and 
the greenspace. 

“It’s just disgusting,” said 
Patti Hagan, who manages 
the Prospect Heights Com- 
munity Garden. “It’s tres- 
passing, illegal dumping 
and no way to treat a neigh- 
bor.” 

Hagan said she confronted 
the dirt-flinger — whom she 
also photographed drinking 
beer in the garden — but 


instead of apologizing, he 
told her, “Get the f — k out 
of here ,” she claims. 

She called the cops, who 
declined to take action. 

The fence-building neigh- 
bor in question — Frankie 
John, who owns the build- 
ing at 586 Vanderbilt Ave. 
— admitted to tossing dirt 
on the garden that occupies 
his backyard and the back- 
yard of several of his neigh- 
bors, but said he didn’t real- 
ize there were flowers and 
veggies there. 

“I cleaned it up — what 
else can I do?” he said, and 
then denied that he had been 
drinking or hurling obscen- 
ities. “She’s the one getting 
all rude and nasty.” 

It’s odd that the pretty pub- 
lic garden, which is gated- 
off near St. Marks Avenue,

would host such a fiery dis- 
pute: The quiet green nook 
has long offered neighbors 
peaceful island of refuge 
amid a sea of concrete. 

The land, owned by the 
Trust for Public Land, was 
once a rat-infested dump 
that neighbors rejuvenated 
in the 1970s. Last month, it 
even won second place in 
the “Best Community Gar- 
den Streetscape” category 


of the “Greenest Block in 
Brooklyn” contest. 

That’s why green-thumbed 
residents — who spent hours 
toiling over landscaping, 
nurturing plants and haul- 
ing bricks to build a pathway 
— say the huge dirt moun- 
tain is as much an affront to 
the hood as it is a straight- 
up assault on beauty. 

“It’s unbelievable,” said 
Matthew Noah Smith, a col- 


lege professor who gardens 
there. “It’s a really special 
place — and one of those 
things that makes Brook- 
lyn great.” 

Smith, who has since con- 
sulted a lawyer, said that 
cops should take the con- 
flict, which he called a case 
of criminal mischief, more 
seriously. Officials at the 77th 
Precinct did not return calls 
by press time.

Eastern Parkway, where they 
were held until their identi- 
ties were confirmed, accord- 
ing to Williams. 

“I was backing up and 
moving away with my ID 
in my hand, but that wasn’t 
enough for them,” John- 
Foy remembered. “One cop 
grabbed me by the back of 
the neck and tried to push me 
to the ground, but when that 
didn’t work he did some kind 
of judo leg sweep, bringing 
me down. It’s a surreal ex- 
perience until your spitting 
grass out of your mouth. That 
makes it very real.” 

Police verified that the 
two had been detained, but 
cops say that they only hand- 
cuffed and moved them when 
a brawl broke out nearby 
where a police captain was 
punched. 

Williams and John-Foy 
contend that the cops soon 
released them. 

In the hours after the inci- 
dent, some — including As- 
semblyman Hakeem Jeffries 
(D-Fort Greene) — said that 
the confrontation smacked 
of racial profiling, and on 
Tuesday, Williams rache- 
ted up that rhetoric even 
though some of the officers 
involved were black. 

“If I were a white elected 
official, this whole thing 
would not have happened,” 
said Williams, who called for 
sweeping policy changes on 


how the police deal with city 
minorities. 

He also contended that 
cop’s version of the events 
was a “bald-faced lie.” 

“I defy the police to show 
one shred of evidence that a 
fight broke out at that mo- 
ment,” he said. “You cannot 
punch a police captain in the 
face and not get arrested.” 

Yet cops say they have the 
evidence: Captain Charles 
Girvan, the executive offi- 
cer of the 68th Precinct in 
Bay Ridge, was struck on 
the right side of the face by 
an unknown assailant at the 
same time Williams was ar- 
rested, although an NYPD 
spokesman would not say just 
where the attack took place. 
Nor would he say if there were 
any arrests. 

“No one said Councilmem- 
ber Williams witnessed or 
was aware of the captain 
being punched, but the fact 
remains that it did happen,” 
NYPD Deputy Commis- 
sioner Paul Browne said in 
a statement. 

Despite the N YPD’s asser- 
tion that Williams’s detention 
was necessary, the council- 
man claims that he and John- 
Foy were targeted because 
they were black. 

Many agreed with Wil- 
liams. 

Assemblyman Hakeem 
Jefferies (D-Fort Greene) 
called the incident an “un- 
justified arrest.”

monster responsible for five 
attempted rapes and one rape 
in South Slope, Sunset Park 
and Bay Ridge. 

“It has not been deemed 
part of the pattern as of yet,” 
said John Grimpel, anNYPD 
spokesman. 

The latest prior attack oc- 
curred on Aug. 26, when a 
man tried to rape a woman on 
Prospect and Sixth avenues 
— igniting community out- 
rage over a lack of policing in 
South Slope, and prompting 
cops to pass out hundreds of 
“Wanted” posters. 

On Friday, police released 
a sketch of their suspect, who 
was described as a 5 -foot-7 
man of 165 pounds. The sus- 
pect in Saturday’s attack fits 
the description, but residents 
are skeptical that only one 
man is responsible for the 
harrowing attacks. 

“The only pattern is the 
fact that crimes are being 
committed and little to noth- 
ing is being done by the police 
to solve them or to prevent 
further incidents,” said Bo 
Samajopoulos, a South Slope 
resident who has been criti- 
cal of the police effort. 

Several South Slope and 
Greenwood Heights residents 
have slammed the 72nd Pre- 
cinct — which mostly cov- 
ers Windsor Terrace and Sun- 
set Park — for ignoring their 
neighborhoods until news 
media picked up on the se- 
rial assaults. Indeed, Samajo- 
poulos said that the police did 
not even want to look at his 
surveillance video of one of 
the attacks — until he leaked 
it to the news media. 

The tape was of the sex 
fiend’s first attack. Since 
then, he has struck multi- 
ple times, including: 

•On May 3 at 11:20 pm, 
the thug wielded a knife and 
forced a 32-year-old woman 
into a driveway on Ridge 
Boulevard in Bay Bridge, 
but she managed to escape. 

• On May 29, he attempted 
to rape a 20-year-old woman 
near 55th Street in Sunset 
Park. 



Cops have issued a new 
sketch of the man sus- 
pected in now seven sex 
assaults and attempted 
rapes in and around the 
South Slope. 


• On June 4, he followed a 
woman home from a Dunkin’ 
Donuts in Sunset Park at 2 : 55 
am and raped her. Cops orig- 
inally suspected a livery cab 
driver, but dropped charges 
against him after discovering 
that he drove a passenger to 
JFK Airport after stopping 
at the donut shop. 

• On June 25, he followed 
a 36-year-old Sunset Park 
woman to her lobby at 4 am, 
but she scared him off. 

• In the Aug. 26 attack, the 
victim kicked and screamed 
before the fiend fled. 

Locals have taken mat- 
ters into their own hands by 
forming a new neighborhood 
watch group called “Safe 
Slope.” First on the agenda 
is a rally on Sept. 14 at the 
Prospect Avenue subway sta- 
tion on Fourth Avenue. 

Many in the neighborhood 
weren’t even impressed when 
officers in the 72nd Precinct 
handed out fliers on Thurs- 
day along Prospect Avenue 
featuring a police sketch of 
the brute. 

“It’s too little, too late,” 
said Aaron Brashear, found- 
ing member of Concerned Cit- 
izens of Greenwood Heights. 
“The police only seem to come 
out when newspaper or TV 
stations make a fuss. If there 
was more of a presence over- 
all, we would have less of these 
incidents.”

The borough’s largest art mu- 
seum is giving props to its home- 
grown artists. “Raw/Cooked” (Sept. 
16-Sept. 9, 2012) will exhibit works 
by five up-and-coming Brooklyn 
creators, including a Bushwick guy 


who makes casts based on human 
bodies and museum artifacts. 

“Brooklyn has so many terrific art- 
ists, so it’s great to see the museum’s 
format reflect that,” said Sanford Big- 
gers, who is putting on his own ex- 
hibit at the museum this fall. 

Biggers deal 

Make sure to learn to play “Chop- 
sticks” before visiting this exhibit. 
A collection of sculptures by artist 
Sandford Biggers, “Sweet Funk — 
An Introspective” (Sept. 23- Jan. 8), 
includes a piano that’s divided by a 
wall. Museum visitors can play half 
the keyboard while an unseen person 
tickles the ivories on the other side. 

“The concept of this piece was 
to put on an anonymous duet,” Big- 
gers said. 

Sexuality feeling 

A collection of portraits called 
“Hide/Seek: Difference and Desire 
in American Portraiture” (Nov. 18- 
Feb. 12, 2012) explores how sexual 
and gender identities are represented 
in art. Works include multi-media 
reflections on the Stonewall riots in 
1969 and the AIDS epidemic. 

“It’s an important chronicle of 
a neglected dimension of Ameri- 
can art,” said museum director Ar- 
nold Lehman.

Let’s say cheese! 

Grilled sandwich truck hits Fort Greene

O ne of the most historic spots 
in Brooklyn is now home 
to the most modern take on 
grilled cheese sandwiches. 

On Sunday, Fort Greene Park 
became home to a new food truck 
run by three young chefs serv- 
ing up delectable twists on the 
American classic, including ver- 
sions with short ribs and black- 
berry jam, zucchini salad and 
sheep’s milk cheese, and one that 
oozes with avocado, bacon and 
cilantro cream that’s called “The 
Fort Greene.” 

“Everyone loves grilled cheese 
— it makes people happy,” said 
25 -year-old Stephen Cusato, 
who left his job in advertising 
to start the Food Freaks truck. 
“We want to do food the old-fash- 
ioned way. If you had a mom- 
and-pop store, you knew ev- 
eryone in town. That’s what we 
want to do.” 

Cusato originally launched the 
venture with his brother Dave 
and their friend John Coppola as

a recipe blog. But after Cusato 
discovering a tome of 50 grilled 
cheese recipes three years ago, he 
vowed to open a food cart dedi- 
cated to the childhood staple. 

He got his chance in January, 
when the Parks Department be- 
gan seeking vendors to supplant 
the usual park fare of ice cream 
and pretzels. Cusato and Co. won 
a five-year permit for the park’s 
DeKalb Avenue entrance. 

If opening day is any indica- 
tion, the trio is onto something 
big here. 

“They don’t use cheap cheese 
— they’re not just lame ducks,” 
said T.P. Carter, who grabbed a 
sample and left, but returned min- 
utes later for more. 

“These guys put effort into 
something so simple. It’s just a 
proper sandwich.” 


In the end, she ordered two 
of the six specialty sandwiches: 
The Three Cheese, with Fonti- 
nella, Gruyere and Gouda on 
potato bread; and the Garden, 
a fusion of Italian sheep’s milk 
cheese, raw carrot and zucchini 
on wheat. 

The sandwiches start at 
$5.75 and come with vegeta- 
ble chips. 

Dave Cusato, 30, once a chef 
at the Zagat-rated Yonkers eat- 
ery Xaviars on the Hudson, was 
behind many of the gastronomi- 
cal combinations. His sandwich, 
the Arthur Avenue, is a play on 
Italian Easter Pie that’s packed 
with ricotta, mozzarella, Sop- 
pressata, and a red pepper sweet 
and spicy jam. Then there’s the 
Short Rib ($8.75), an amalgam 
of beef, pickled red onions, wa- 
tercress and blackberry jam on 
sourdough. 

“We’re bringing the comfort 
to comfort food without being 
too pretentious,” he said. “Some 
will argue that braised short ribs 
is pretentious, but I don’t care 
what they think.”

Nix the 9-11 cross 


B ay Ridge’s Republican Rep. Mi- 
chael Grimm is fighting a princi- 
pled battle to allow a religious icon 
— the so-called “9-11 cross” — to be- 
come the centerpiece of the World Trade 
Center memorial museum. 

Trouble is, Grimm is arguing the 
wrong principles. 

The freshman congressman is pitch- 
ing legislation that would enshrine as a 
national monument a cross-shaped piece 
of rubble that was recovered from the 
wreckage of the Twin Towers. 

The legislation is an attempt to sub- 
vert a lawsuit by a group of atheists that 
argues that installing such a cross in a 
government-funded museum on gov- 
ernment property amounts to a govern- 
ment sponsorship of a religion, specif- 
ically Christianity. 

“This is a country that was founded 
on a belief in God, period,” Grimm told 
us this week. “Anyone that wants to dis- 
pute that, I wouldn’t waste my time with 
them.” 


The so-called 7 9-ll cross 7 
has no business being the 
centerpiece of a national 
memorial to the World Trade 
Center's thousands of victims 
— Muslims, Jews, Buddhist, 
atheists and, yes, Christians 
among them. 


Well, we don’t believe it is a “waste” 
of time to debate our government’s role 
in religious matters. Indeed, it gets to the 
very core of our democracy and our ad- 
herence to our nation’s highest values. 

Our beef, of course, is not with the 
cross. Christians are — and should be 
— free to display their religious sym- 
bols without government intrusion. But 
the flip side of that First Amendment 
protection is that government cannot 
abuse its power by trumpting one reli- 


gion over another — or even over the 
public’s right to not believe in any de- 
ity at all. 

In the case of the “9-1 1” cross, there 
is no argument that the relic has given 
comfort to thousands of people. As such, 
Grimm has argued that in the context 
of the terror attack, these seemingly 
heaven-sent crossbeams are not a re- 
ligious symbol, but a symbol of “hope 
and freedom” to everyone. 

On this he is wrong. The relic is, in 
fact, a Christian cross. As such, it has 
no business being the centerpiece of a 
national memorial to the World Trade 
Center’s thousands of victims — Mus- 
lims, Jews, Buddhist, atheists and, yes, 
Christians among them. 

Grimm’s bill is not without irony, of 
course. The World Trade Center was 
destroyed by Islamic terrorists in the 
name of their God. With his bill, Grimm 
would debase the Trade Center memo- 
rial by using “our” God as a counter- 
argument to that fanaticism.

gion, Christianity, over other 
faiths (and over the concept 
that there is no deity). 

“The cross constitutes an 
unlawful attempt to promote 
a specific religion on gov- 
ernmental land, diminishing 
the civil rights, privileges or 
capacities of Atheist Amer- 
icans, Agnostic Americans, 
Jewish Americans, Muslim 
Americans, and all others 
who are not Christian,” the 
suit claims. 

Grimm countered that in 
the context of the 9-11 at- 
tacks, the cross is not a reli- 
gious icon, but rather a sym- 
bol of “hope and freedom at 
a time when New Yorkers 
were coping with loss and de- 
struction in the aftermath of 


the deadliest terrorist attack 
on American soil.” 

But the atheist group was 
unswayed. 

“A cross that is installed 
on a government site using 
government money and re- 
quires a Catholic ceremony 
to be installed is primarily 
a religious artifact, even as 
a national monument,” said 
Danielle Mathey, the group’s 
New York lawyer, who said 
the law would only embolden 
its cause. 

The group said that the 
cross clearly favors the Chris- 
tian faith. And the group’s 
national legal director said 
9-11 was being used as an ex- 
cuse to establish a national 
religion. 

“They’re taking the hor-

Stroke: Early Detection 
Can Lead to Reversal

S troke is now the third-leading cause of 
death in the United States and a lead- 
ing cause of disability, with almost 800,000 
Americans experiencing a stroke every year. 
A stroke — which is actually a "brain attack" 
— comes in two forms: ischemic, caused by 
the blockage of a blood vessel supplying the 
brain, and hemorrhagic, caused by bleeding 
into or around the brain. 

Eighty-three percent of strokes are ischemic 
strokes, which occur when blood clots or 
other particles block arteries to the brain and 
reduce blood flow, depriving the brain cells of 
crucial oxygen and nutrients. Within minutes, 
cells may begin to die. Therefore, time is of 
the essence when it comes to treatment of 
stroke. 

Just a few years ago, the only treatment for 
stroke was rehabilitation; often a lengthy and 
only partially successful process. Today, stroke 
can be reversible, but even the most advanced 
procedures cannot help brain cells that have 
been deprived of oxygen for a long time, so 
early diagnosis and treatment is vital. 

Symptoms of a stroke include sudden numb- 
ness or weakness, especially on one side of 
the body; sudden confusion, trouble speaking 
or understanding speech; sudden difficulty 
seeing in one or both eyes; sudden issues with 
walking, dizziness, or loss of balance or coor- 
dination; or sudden severe headache with no 
known cause. If you or someone you know 
experiences any of those symptoms, a trip to 
the nearest emergency department with a full 
stroke program is imperative. 

There are many techniques that can help 
"reverse" stroke, one of which is the use of a 


clot-busting medication, known as tPA (tissue 
plasminogen activator). When a patient with 
an ischemic stroke is taken to the emergency 
room within three hours of the stroke's occur- 
rence, tPA can be administered to the site of 
the clot either directly or intravenously. This 
medication may help to reverse the stroke by 
breaking up the clot and allowing blood flow 
to reach the brain again, saving brain cells. 

Additional options for treatment of stroke, 
if the patient arrives at the emergency room 
after three hours of the inception of stroke, in- 
clude a procedure utilizing the Penumbra Sys- 
tem, first approved by the FDA in 2009. This 
procedure enables the neurosurgeon to re- 
move blood clots through the femoral artery. 
The Penumbra System is a tiny vacuum clean- 
er for the brain, which suctions out blood clots 
through a catheter attached to a pump. This 
can result in a successful reversal of stroke, up 
to eight hours after its occurrence. The Merci 
System, introduced in 2006, works similarly 
with a catheter inserted into the femoral ar- 
tery, but with a corkscrew-shaped device at- 
tached to the end used to physically spear and 
remove the blood clot. 

Although these advanced, brain-saving 
procedures are available in a limited number 
of emergency departments (including that at 
New York Methodist Hospital), it is important 
to remember and be aware of the warning 
signs of stroke. Even with technology, stroke 
reversal is dependent on the amount of time 
that brain cells have been deprived of oxygen. 
Awareness of stroke symptoms can enable 
you to get yourself or your loved one to the 
hospital in time.

August deliberately made 
the towers similar to pencil 
drawings, without details or 
interiors, because otherwise 
the images “would get too 
creepy.” 

“This is an artist’s render- 
ing of the buildings, a couple 
of paint strokes, and that’s 
enough,” he said. 

The app creates a dark 
outline during the day and 
a white contour at night and 
works whether users are 
across the street in Lower 
Manhattan, at Fulton Ferry 
Landing or on a rooftop in 
Williamsburg. 

In fact, the digital build- 
ings mimic a World Trade 
Center model made of copper 
tubing that he photographed 
on his roof last summer.

it will then somehow have 
a better basis for inclusion 
in the museum,” Mathey 
said. “Congress is simply 
just making one more law 
respecting a establishment 
of religion.”

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Principal turns critics into converts

The Park Slope principal 
who got caught in the cross- 
fire of a Catholic school con- 
troversy has silenced the crit- 
ics and won the hearts of 


parents — even while ad- 
vocating forward-thinking 
philosophies with which they 
disagree. 

Maura Lorenzen, who re- 
placed a beloved administra- 
tor at St. Saviour Elementary 
School on Eighth Avenue and

later that year at a theme park 
auction in Youngstown, Ohio 
— then spent spent 22 years 
restoring it. 

From the beginning, she 
envisioned putting it on the 
water between the Manhat- 
tan and Brooklyn bridges. It 
was supposed to go there a 
decade ago under her hus- 
band’s plans for a massive 
apartment-building, water- 
front hotel, and shopping 
complex in what was then 
Empire-Fulton Ferry State 
Park. 

The City Planning Com- 
mission blocked the develop- 
ment for obliterating views 
of the Manhattan Bridge and 
bringing too much traffic to 
the neighborhood. 

So the couple temporarily 
housed the carousel in a gal- 
lery at 56 Water St., where the 
public could look at, but not 
ride, the magnificent struc- 
ture. The space was too small 
by city standards to allow 
passengers to giddy-up. 

But Walentas didn’t give 
up, promising to donate the 
ride to the park — and, more 
important, pay for its protec- 
tive structure. A group called 
Friends of Jane’s Carousel 
will maintain and operate the 
ride under a 30-year contract 
with Brooklyn Bridge Park. 
Any additional revenues from 
the $2 per-ride ticket price 
will go to the park’s main- 
tenance budget, said park 
spokeswoman Ellen Ryan. 

Even after the directors 
of the new park accepted the 
Walentases’ gift, some op- 
posed the carousel, citing a 
lack of public-review process 
and concerns that it would 
obstruct views of the Brook- 
lyn Bridge. 

Some neighbors are still 
miffed over the project’s lack 
of community input — no 
matter how lovely the car- 
ousel may be. 

“I am startled that this is 
now in our beautiful land- 
scape,” said DUMBO res- 
ident Bella Hubert, who 
has two young daughters 


who would enjoy the new 
merry-go-round. “It seems 
like an ego trip and inappro- 
priate. It’s more about [the 
Walentases] promoting them- 
selves and becoming part of 
the history of DUMBO.” 
Judi Francis, president of 
the Brooklyn Bridge Park De- 
fense Fund, said the attrac- 
tion is just another exam- 
ple of the park turning into 
a stomping ground for the 
wealthy. 

“If you have millions of 
dollars, the mayor will listen 
to you and heed your sugges- 
tions,” she said, “but if you’re 
if you’re like most people and 
just want to use the park for 
your children, for recreation, 
you will have no voice.” 

But Walentas said her car- 
ousel was only meant for the 
benefit of the park. 

“I’m glad I didn’t give up,” 
Walentas said. “There were a 
lot of forces against us and it 
took a lot to stay with it, but 
it’s really paid off.” 

The carousel was work- 
able but dilapidated when 
the Walentases bought it. 
She hired a team 12 years 
ago to help her scrape away 
many layers of varnish to 
reveal the horses’ original 
carvings and colors. Then 
she used gold leaf and even 
hired a Mercedes-Benz de- 
tailer to draw decorations on 
the reigns and saddles. 

The dusty old $385,000 
ride is now a work of art. 

Walentas said that after 
the carousel begins turning 
a profit, a certain amount 
will go to Brooklyn Bridge 
Park. 

“This carousel is going to 
belong to the world, as a real 
exciting destination,” Walen- 
tas said. “Riding on this car- 
ousel at the foot of the Brook- 
lyn Bridge, watching boats 
go by — it doesn’t get much 
better than this.” 

Jane's Carousel will 
open on Sept. 16 at Brook- 
lyn Bridge Park [Dock and 
Water streets in DUMBO, 
(718) 222-2502], 11 am to 7 
pm.

Seventh Street, has brought 
openness to the traditional 
learning environment — 
while championing the ben- 
efits of technology and yoga, 
which the Pope himself has 
publicly poo-pooed. 

Lorenzen initially came 
under fire amid allegations 
that she got hired simply be- 
cause she was pals with Rev. 
Daniel Murphy. But now par- 
ents, many of whom initially 
complained that Lorenzen 
was not suited for the posi- 
tion, now support her collab- 
orative classroom settings, 
appreciation for secular di- 
versity and out-of-the-box ap- 
proach to art instruction. 

“The transition was hard 
at first,” she said. “But com- 
placency is the enemy: We

are taking a good school and 
making it great.” 

Indeed, over two years, en- 
rollment has grown from 366 
to 400 students — even as 
most Catholic schools in the 
city have shrunk. 

Much of that can be at- 
tributed to Lorenzen, who 
has implemented a shift away 
from stodgy classroom tra- 
ditions — like moving desks 
out of rows and into group 
seating — in order to encour- 
age teamwork and “cooper- 
ative learning.” 

The philosophical revamp 
comes after Murphy’s con- 
troversial 2009 decision not 
renew the contract of Princi- 
pal James Flanagan, a pop- 
ular administrator who had 
been in charge for 25 years. 


Parents repeatedly protested, 
saying things worked the way 
they were. After Lorenzen 
was hired, they directed 
their venom at her, claim- 
ing she got the job through 
connections. 

But now parents — even 
those who initially bashed 
her — say she deserves some 
credit, even if they don’t al- 
ways agree with her vision. 

“You can talk to her; par- 
ents e-mail her all the time 
— and that’s unburdening 
for them,” said parent Cindy 
Brolsma, who initially said 
complained of cronyism. 
“She’s also very good at 
bringing money to the school, 
which is important.” 

Lorenzen — a former di- 
rector at Congregation Beth 


Elohim Early Childhood 
Center — tread lightly dur- 
ing her first year, sometimes 
“holding [her] tongue” and 
doing a lot of listening. 

She initially took issue 
with a couple of the adminis- 
tration’s ideas about “product 
versus process”-based art — 
the difference between hand- 
ing a kid a paintbrush and 
saying, “Paint winter! ” which 
encourages creative thinking, 
as opposed to teaching him, 
step by step, how to make a 
snowflake, which encourages 
structured thinking. 

She initially believed that 
art was meant just to encour- 
age creativity, but has since 
discovered both styles of 
teaching are of value. 

She’s also done some 


housekeeping to brighten 
the colors of walls and has 
taken advantage of previously 
unused outdoor space, along 
with offering extended school 
programs like cooking, yoga 
and music. 

It’s all meant to show 
that her now-more-modern 
school is a place where every- 
one should feel comfortable 
asking questions and speak- 
ing openly. 

“There has absolutely 
been a shift,” she said. “One 
big thing is my approach to 
communication: I want chil- 
dren to feel like they have a 
voice and that they’re con- 
sidered.” 

Plenty of parents are hail- 
ing that idea. 

“She’s done many things 
to make the school shine,” 
said another mother who 
criticized Lorenzen initially 
— and who asked not to be 
named now. “She’s taken 
good steps forward.” 
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Dealing with Irene like a TV dad 



A s Hurricane Irene 
plodded towards us 
and I went through 
my list of preparations, I 
looked at my kids, embed- 
ded in the sofa, eyes fixated 
on the flat screen, and I nearly 
lost it.

In some ways, 
this was a very unsatisfying 
role to play (and, in others, 
it was quite different from 
my parenting page counter- 
part, “Fearless Parenting”).

I’ve never thought much 
of that old- school type of fa- 
ther from the ’50s and ’60s 
— think of television dads 
like Ward Cleaver in “Leave 
it to Beaver,” Jim Anderson 
in “Father Knows Best” or

Steve Douglas in “My Three 
Sons.” They seemed too re- 
moved and distant from their 
children, watching always 
at arms length. Yet in the 
end, they were always in 
command, firmly but gen- 
tly, bringing stability to their 
homes. 

My girls did tape a cou- 
ple of windows and help me 
move one or two heavier 
items, but they only made 
a token contribution to se- 
curing our abode. I was 
moving bicycles and fill- 
ing pitchers with drinking 
water. As Irene’s rain started 


coming in bands, my daugh- 
ters baked cookies, created a 
wonderful dinner of home- 
made pasta — and left the 
kitchen a mess. 

I was up at 12:30 am, as 
were my kids. They were 
glued to the screen again 
while I cleared the drain out- 
side the kitchen which was 
clogged with debris and be- 
ginning to push water un- 
der the door. I got a garbage 
can under a small roof leak, 
saving the carpet. At 4 am I 
plugged holes to keep more 
water out of the basement 
and adjusted the refrigera- 
tor so it’d be really cold in 
case we lost power. 

Of course, by 9 am the 
worst was over and my 
wife and I took the dog for 
a long, leisurely walk while 
the girls snoozed away. The 
biggest storm to hit Brook- 
lyn in years, barely affected 
them. 

My calm may have given 
them a sense of security, 
but did I miss something 
by not sharing my anxi- 
eties with them? Should I 
have looked at the radar im- 
ages and shouted, “OH MY 
GOD, WHAT AN ENOR- 
MOUS STORM”? I believe 
in showing my feelings to 


my daughters. Indeed, by 
broadcasting my fears and 
then working through them, 
my girls can learn something 
useful. By sharing, I also get 
some comfort and camara- 
derie. It’s nice to face a tem- 
pest with people to cushion 
my concerns. 

But through Irene’s pas- 


sage, I kept my worries in- 
side, and felt manly doing it, 
satisfied to be the rock of my 
home. Don’t get me wrong, 
I like being a modern dad, 
engaged and involved with 
my children. But for the first 
time I could see that there are 
other ways to be a father and 
a man and give something to 


my family. The dads of the 
last generation, my own fa- 
ther, whose parenting I usu- 
ally dismiss as an unworthy 
model, probably did get some 
fulfillment from their but- 
toned up family roles. 

I learned it can feel good 
to be stoic and tough — at 
least for a weekend.

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Grimm: I’ll take on GOP 
over Irene relief funds 



The damage from "Hurricane" Irene is still causing pain. But 
Republicans in Congress are trying to block storm aid until 
other cuts are made to the federal budget — but this week, 
Rep. Mike Grimm (left) said that he would not join his party in 
holding aid hostage to the ongoing budget debate.

The borough’s lone Republican 
congressman is poised to battle 
his own party’s leadership — and 
put his budget-cutting credentials 
on the line — to make sure that 
Brooklyn gets more Hurricane 
Irene relief money. 

Rep. Michael Grimm (R-Bay 
Ridge) told The Brooklyn Paper 
that he opposes a move by power- 
ful House Majority Leader Eric 
Cantor to require that any new di- 
saster funds be offset by cuts else- 
where in the federal budget. 

“I’m not going to pull any 
punches [but] I have a fight on my 
hands,” said Grimm, who added 
that he would vote against any 
bill that holds emergency expen- 
ditures hostage to other budget 
reductions. 

“I believe that government 
should have a very limited role, 
but one of those roles [is] to make 
sure that the community is rebuilt 
and it’s safe and built to certain 
standards,” he said. 

The Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency so far has released 
funds for the city to remove de- 
bris and do initial repairs, but that 
excludes compensation for hom- 
eowners and businesses. Addi- 
tional FEMA funding will be de- 
bated when the House returns to 
session next week — with Can- 
tor dictating the terms of the de- 
bate for now. 

The Virginia Republican has 
said that any additional disaster 
relief — which could hit $7 bil- 
lion for the East Coast — should be 
paid for with spending cuts. 

“Just like any family would op- 
erate when its stuck with disaster,” 
CantortoldFoxNews last Monday. 
“It finds the money it needs to take 
care of a sick loved one and goes 
without buying a new car or put 
a new addition on a house. We’re 
going to find the money — we’re 
just going to need to make sure 
that there are savings elsewhere 
to continue to do so.” 

Bay Ridge Democrats found 
themselves in the awkward po- 
sition of backing Grimm on the 
issue. 

“Debating the budget is impor- 
tant, but not when people’s lives are 
at stake,” said Councilman Vince 
Gentile (D-Bay Ridge) “Federal 
disaster response is not and should 
not be a partisan issue.” 

Hurricane Irene did not wreak 
as much havoc on Brooklyn as was 


expected, but damage from flood- 
ing and downed trees in the bor- 
ough are still being tallied. New 
York State has an estimated $1 bil- 
lion in total damages. 

Grimm has had to walk a thin 
line as a rising Tea Party star elected 
in a Democratic-leaning district, 
and he tends to vote less with his 
party leadership than most con- 
servatives in his party, according 
to the website Govtrack. 

But he has also toed the Republi- 
canline onkey voteshis firstyearin 
office, voting for the controversial 
Paul Ryan budget plan that would 


have weakened Medicare by replac- 
ing it with block grants to states; 
and voting to defund NPR. He also 
wanted to block Planned Parent- 
hood from getting federal funds. 

He also complained that bud- 
get cuts agreed to by President 
Obama and the House leadership 
after last month’s debate over the 
debt ceiling “did not go nearly 
far enough.” 

Brooklyn Republicans say this 
would be the first time Grimm 
has squared off with party leader- 
ship over something as central to 
the Republican agenda as budget 


cuts, though he has criticized his 
own party for being recalcitrant 
during budget negotiations, call- 
ing the Tea Party “the extreme 
wing of the Republican Party,” 
in March. 

“This is the first time he has 
been against something along 
these lines,” said Glenn Noc- 
era, president of the Brooklyn 
Young Republican Club. 

At the same time, bringing 
home the bacon trumps party 
principles. 

“It’s the same for every con- 
gressman,” saidNocera. “They’re 
going to try to get the money back 
§ to their district.” 

"I Some Democrats said that 
^ Grimm’s stance against Cantor 
simply proves that the freshman is 
caught between two masters. 

“It depends on which Michael 
Grimm you’re talking about — the 
one who ran as a Tea Party can- 
didate, or the one that now slams 
the Tea Party,” said one Demo- 
cratic operative in Grimm’s dis- 
trict. “That all depends on which 
way the wind is blowing on that 
particular day.” 

For at least this day, Grimm 
said the prevailing wind was one 
of compassion. 

“There’s no question that the 
government should play a much 
more limited role in our lives than 
it currently does,” he said. “But 
protecting life and property are 
the fundamental responsibilities 
of government. If we were under 
attack, we wouldn’t call a bud- 
get meeting.”
